And one 
of the service features in the last few 
years of passenger operations was 
the Daylight Speedliner from Philly 
to Pittsburgh via Baltimore and 
Washington. This train was standard 
Budd RDC equipment with limitea 
dining facilities built into one of the 
cars (each way). 

The B&O at that time commented 
that it seemed feasible to envision 
the RDC self-propelled equipment 
adapted to any type of rail passenger 
service, even sleepers. As we know, 
these were never devloped beyond 
the B&O diners, but the latter are 
still around.

The Potential of 2mm Scale 

I am continually fascinated by the 
possibilities of 000/N scale. Perhaps 
it is just the outright tinyness of 
equipment or the opportunity to 
have a large layout in a small space. 
Even apartment dwellers can build 
a rail empire on top of a dresser. 

Think what it would be like if 
the whole of a building such as oc- 
cupied by the East Bay Society of 
Model Engineers were devoted to a 
2mm. scale layout. Their club build- 
ing measures 100x125 ft., and even 
a simple perimeter oval would scale 
out to 14 scale miles, at 33 ft. per mile. 

Lost wax could be used to cast en- 
tire superstructures in great detail. 
Still to be worked out is agreement 
on standards for scale reduction, track 
gauge, wheel dimensions, ets. This 
scale stands at about the same place 
as HO in the 1930’s. I feel we should 
maintain the same sort of standards 
as have been set up for the other 
scales and gauges. The sooner these 
things get settled the better.

A Dealer Sounds Off 

In reply to Robert D. Welk’s letter 
in May 1965 issue, the dealer he de- 
scribes sounds as though he is over- 
exercising his lazy apathy. Yet there 
are some excellent dealers in Welk’s 
area. 

As to the size of dealers’ orders 
with wholesalers, a $50 order is 
usually small or minimum with most 
small dealers who are on the ball and 
intend to stay on top. As for the 
dealer’s stock of railroad equipment, 
his customer is the one to blame for 
it is he who controls the back stock 
the dealer will carry for his regular 
customers. 

As manager of a strictly railroad 
shop, I can say that unfaithful cus- 
tomers and moonlighting basement 
operators are the cause of Mr. Welk’s 
and others distress. Dealers can’t be 
expected to tie up their cash reserves 
in slow moving parts if their cus- 
tomers purchase the faster moving 
items from other sources. They will 
stock those parts or get them gladly 
for regular customers if they’re at 
all available.

And The Author Is Heard From 

Seeing my name used rather loose- 
ly in the May Safety Valve, I will 
endeavor to answer the letter of my 
friend in the hobby, Mr. Welk. I 
have been a model railroader for 13 
years and have lived in 4 southern 
cities and Chicago during that time. 
Hobby shops and parts availability 
ran from excellent in Chicago and 
Nashville to poor and non-existent. 


And how did I find Mantua No. 
3217A? Well, I must confess I was in 
Chicago at that time. All-Nation 
didn’t have all we needed so we 
ended up doing what many model 
rails do: ‘we bought two Mantua ca- 
booses and quickly had our frames 
plus the only railroad yard office in 
the country with an airplane spot- 
ter’s lookout! 

Here in Mobile it is rather impos- 
sible to get parts needed for trains 
although there is an ample supply of 
slot racing parts. 

I have found there are two good 
sources when there are no _ local 
shops. First, I save up my parts 
orders and try to get them from some 
of the mail order houses advertising 
in RMC. When that fails, I have 
found that the manufacturers them- 
selves are often cooperative and 
helpful if you cannot locate the part 
elsewhere and you live in an area 
where there are no train shops. Man- 
tua and Maerklin are two of the most 
helpful along that line. 

I wish I had one of the caboose 
frames to send you. But if you will 
seek, I am sure you will eventually 
find.

itage and overcome some of the dif- 
ficulties I have encountered in four 
years of modeling with styrene. 

1—To cut accurate strips in small 
quantity (20 or so of one size), true 
one edge and then use a Marx Mark- 
ing Gauge. 

2—For thicknesses to .030 one or 
two passes should be sufficient to 
permit snapping off of the strip. 

3—To make neat windows, paint 
one side and two edges of the strips 
with a felt tip marking pen and then 
bond to plexiglas. Methyl ethyl ke- 
tone is useful in places where excess 
cement could smear clear plastic. 

4—To strip paint from styrene 
models, soak the model in caustic 
soda (caution: wear protective cloth- 
ing and follow instructions careful- 
ly). This will remove paint and not 
damage styrene. Keep a close check 
on metal parts. 

I trust that some of these ideas will 
assist other modelers to make better 
use of this adaptable material.

NMRA’S Engineering Committee

There are no age restrictions in 
NMRA membership. The new HO 
gauge is also offered through hobby 
shops at $1.00 each. NMRA also of- 
fers in O, On3, S, OO, TT, and HOn3 
at $1.00 each to members only and 
only direct from the Canton office. 
The O gauge is also available to non- 
NMRA members but you have to be 
a member to get the others. 


The Smoker 

NMRA Bulletin sounds off about 
the many NMRA couplers and ends 
up with the comment that there isn’t 
a single X-2f coupler on the market 
that fully meets NMRA specifica- 
tions. Many NMRA members annoy- 
ed by the indiscriminate use of the 
term “NMRA coupler,” when the 
X-2f has never been adopted as an 
NMRA standard and when none of 
the X-2f couplers available fully 
meet NMRA standards. It seems un- 
likely that manufacturers will call 
the coupler anything else at this late 
stage of the game, unless NMRA in- 
stitutes costly legal procedures, which 
seems unlikely. Anyway, it explains 
why we usually refer to the contrap- 
tion as a “horn coupler” or “X-2f” 
or “NMRA-type coupler.” What is 
the preference of RMC readers, or 
have you a better name? “Mallery” 
coupler also seems fitting.

Housed in a trailer, Alex Landesco's miniature of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad does away with main- 
tenance problems by building the railroad cor- 


rectly in the first place. 


T’S BEEN just a little over one 
year since the last report in RMC 
(April 1964) on the “railroad in a 
trailer,” and quite a lot has happened 
to it and on it since then. 

While much of the time was spent 
improving operation (for example 
modifying 75 passenger cars, 200

First, the NMRA 
came to Philadelphia in the late Sum- 
mer, and 412 of the Liberty Bell Con- 
ventioneers came over to visit us dur- 
ing the week-end in chartered buses. 
(Incidentally, for the benefit of any 
of you who would like to visit the 
PMRR, we are in Moorestown, New 
Jersey, one mile from Exit #4 on the

New Jersey Turnpike and only eight 
miles from Philadelphia. (Please 
phone or write first.) 

To make a long story short, Walt 
Price, the program chairman, planned 
the bus schedule perfectly and, even 
though the trailer will only accom- 
modate six or eight observers at a 
time, everyone had fun either watch- 
ing the railroad in operation or drink- 
ing coffee and eating cookies in the 
garden while awaiting his turn. Be- 
lieve it or not, even though twenty 
pounds of coffee and thirty pounds 
of cookies were consumed, there was- 
n’t a single paper cup, napkin, spoon, 
or cigarette butt to be found on the 
lawn Monday morning; which just 
goes to prove that model railroaders 
are the nicest people in the world. 

We were just beginning to relax 
again, when who should blow in for 
a wonderful four day visit, but the 
Wizard of Monterey, John Allen. 
What with visiting all the model rail- 
roads in the area (including GATSME,

Silver Valley, Carl Appel’s Norfolk & 
Ohio, Don Smith’s live steam R.R., 
and Ken Proctor’s small but beautiful 
HO layout) every day and redesign- 
ing the lighting in the PMRR trailer 
every night, I got a total of nine 
hours sleep in four days. But we had 
a grand time and its amazing how 
much better the PMRR, looks now 
that we’re using the Allen lighting 
arrangement. 

In any event, great effort was ex- 
pended getting ready for the NMRA 
and John’s visit. The photos on these 
pages show the now completed loco- 
motive servicing facilities at Altoona, 
the icing plant, and the East and 
West-bound freight yards. Of course, 
small but important scenic details re- 
main to be added; but all track, turn- 
outs, turntable and signals are in full 
operation. See also RMC’s June 1965 
cover in color. 















I promised to give you some tech- 
nical facts about the layout last year 
so here are a few that will interest 
you and may prove helpful. 

Power and Throttle Controls 

Although transistor throttles are 
used on the PMRR main line and 
conventional Powerstats on the pas- 
senger station and coach yards, Earl 
Hallman, the PMRR signal and power 
control designer, convinced me we 
ought to experiment with silicon con- 
trol throttles for the engine and 
freight yards. These have full wave 
rectification and control, but still per- 
mit even slower speeds than pulsed 
power. 

A well-broken-in locomotive will 
crawl so slowly that it actually takes 
five minutes to go three and a quarter 
inches. Of course, scale speeds up to 
90 mph are also obtainable by merely 
advancing the throttle. A unijunction 
($1.50 in any electronic supply store) 
in the timing circuit fires the silicon 
control. Basically, we used the model 
railroad control circuit shown in the 
General Electric Company hobby 
manual. It’s terrific! You have no idea 
how much realism can be achieved by 
crawling a Big Boy or a Challenger 
on and off the turntable until you try

it yourself. If the idea grabs you, and 
you’d like more details about the cir- 
cuit, drop me a line, c/o RMC and 
we'll be glad to help. Incidentally, 
we're glad to help any model rail- 
roader with any problem — just drop 
us a line or, if you prefer, to come 
and pay us a visit but call first 
though to make sure we’re home;

The Turntable 

Millions of words have been writ- 
ten on the subject of model turn- 
tables, and there are at least a thou- 
sand theories on how to build one 
that works well all the time. I decided 
fifteen years ago that if it couldn’t 
be accomplished simply and without 
a mass of electronics under the 
benchwork I’d rather not have one. 
So-o-o for fifteen years I’ve been 
trying and, touch wood, I think we’re 
finally out of the woods. 

The major problems can be divided 
into two categories: running properly; 
stopping accurately. Smooth, quiet, 
and reliable running requires abso- 
lute perfection in construction and 
installation. Accurate stopping calls 
for instant response to the controls 
and no back-lash in the motor and 
gear drive. To eliminate the need for 
automatic stops it is absolutely essen- 
tial that the controls be within three 
feet of the turntable and that the 
operator have a clear view along all 
of the track leads and not at a right 
angle to them. 

When I started to build the PMRR 


turntable last year I decided to do 





it right for a change and became real 
fussy from the beginning. The design 
principles of the old Silver Streak or 
Allied Hobbies table had proven 
practical over the years, although its 
smoothness and reliability left much 
to be desired. I took my old Silver 
Streak turntable and my new iedas 
to a local woodworking and pattern 
shop and—what do you know—the 
owner happened to be a model rail- 
roader, too. So, together we had a 
ball rebuilding my old Silver Streak. 

First, we made a wood block of 
five-ply laminated Honduras mahog- 
any and then routed out the pit with 
a circular groove in the floor for 
setting in the pick-up rail. The dia- 
meter of the pit was 18” instead of 
the old 14” so now I can turn large 
locomotives. At the same time we 
used a piece of the block for the 
wooden core of the turntable itself. 
(Of course, it was later dressed up 
with Strathmore and Northeastern 
simulated plate girder sides). Three- 
ply mahogany was used for a 1” thick 
friction wheel (later mounted under 
the benchwoork); %” wide by %” 
deep groove was routed around the 
outside edge of the wheel into which 
I later glued a strip of rubber cut 
from an old inner-tube. 

I took these wood components home 
and went to work on them. At last I 
had the warpage problem licked. 
Next I drilled a hole down through 
the absolute center of the pit with a 
drill press, insuring that the hole was 
truly vertical to the plane of the 
wooden block. A similar hole was 
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drilled down through the center of 
the turntable core and the friction 
wheel. I can’t over-emphasize the im- 
portance of getting these holes abso- 
lutely centered and vertical. This is 
essential to insure that the turntable, 
as it turns, won’t be lower or longer 
on one side than the other. I then 
went to a local machine shop and had 
a length of bronze rod turned in a 
lathe until it was straight and true 
to one thousandth of an inch; both 
ends of this shaft were then threaded 
for the lock nuts. 

Next, I replaced the old turntable 
wheels with four beautiful little ball 
bearings, all of which I insulated to 
prevent any pick-up from the nickel 
silver pit rail. For current gathering 
purposes, two sprung pick-up shoes 
were screwed to the bottom of the old 
turntable end castings so that they 
would rub lightly on the rail top as 
they turned. This rubbing action licks 
the old dirt problem which, when 
using the wheels for pick-up, used to 
stall the locomitives on the table half 
the time. 
































Finally, as the crowning effort 
toward perfection, another larger ball 
bearing was press fit and cemented 
into vertical hole in the bottom of the 
pit. Vertical trueness of the bearing 
was insured by passing the bronze 
shaft through it and locking it into a 
drill press chuck. Then by turning 
the shaft slowly in the drill press, the 
bearing trued-itself-up before the 
epoxy glue hardened. Any real 
mechanic will probably cringe at this 
method of aligning the bearing but, 
what the heck, it worked. 

After detailing and weathering the 
bridge and pit (including simulation 
of a concrete surface, I assembled the 
whole thing and mounted it in a 
square framework lined with sponge 
rubber (strips of adhesive “Foot- 
Ease” available at Woolworth’s) at 
the appropriate place on the layout. 
The pit was trued-up with a four 
foot carpenter’s level. 

With some trepidation, I finally 
flicked the turntable with one finger 
and, Glory Be, it spun for over three 
minutes before coming to a very 
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gradual stop. What’s more, clearance 
between both ends of the turntable 
and the vertical pit wall was 1/32 
inch and dead level at all points. 

For motor drive, I decided to try 
two Pittman DC 60’s with two Silver 
Streak reduction gear drives mounted 
on opposite sides of the drive wheel 
(again on sponge rubber) instead of 
the old single motor approach. It 
worked to perfection, completely 
eliminating the old problems of slip- 
page, back-lash and only starting at 
high speed. This set-up combined 
with push-button Powerstate Control 
enabels:me to start the table at very 
low speed in either direction and stop 
it within a hair’s breadth wherever 
I want to. 

Structures 

The roundhouse was scratch built 
from plans in Model Railroader Cy- 
clopedia of the prototype on the CNR 
at Monckton, Canada. Ten stalls 
complete with overhaul pits, over- 
head cranes, machine shop, and in- 
terior lighting make an interesting 
display. Strathmore and Northeastern 
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A giant Pennsy steam turbine swings around on the turntable while a 
well filled 10-stall roundhouse fills up the background. With few 
exceptions, all locos and non-revenue cars are authentic Pennsy. 


basswood with Walthers’ brick paper 
were the materials used; stuck to- 
gether with Elmer’s and Ambroid 
glue. 

The ash pit and ash hoists were 
also scratch built from my own plans. 

All other sturctures were built 
from regular kits (Alexander, Rail 
Chief, Tru-Scale, etc.) with consid- 
erable detail and lighting added. 
Trackwork and Switch Machines 

Tru-Scale_ self-gauging roadbed 
and switch blocks are used through- 
out the PMRR. However, there is one 
very important thing added before 
installation, I dip every piece of road- 
bed in a wood preservative and 
moisture proofing called Water-Lox. 
I made a sheet metal container 
40” x 6” x6” for this purpose. It’s 
simple to prevent warping now and 
at the same time give the roadbed a 
prototype color by mixing a little 
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walnut stain and gray paint with the 
Water-Lox. The roadbed is then 
screwed (every 12”) to the %” ply- 
wood roadbed base on the bench- 
work. This eliminates the need for 
any glue which would make train 
operation much noisier. Of course 
nickel silver rail is used, and believe 
it or not, I’ve only had to clean track 
once in the last three years. 

After experimenting with all types 
of turnouts, I’ve finally settled on 
Tru-Scale #8 Kits which, if neces- 
sary, I tear down and resolder to in- 
sure perfect point and frog align- 
ment. There are also a few places 
where judicious polishing and filing 
are advisable and if you’re interested 
let me know and I'll tell you exactly 
where and how much. The main rea- 
son for using the kits, however, (aside 
from the substantial savirigs when 
you need 125 of them), is the ex- 


tremely critical placement of the 
switch point swivel screw. If you’re 
as fussy about operation as I am, you 
like to spot them yourself for perfect 
switch closure and alignment. 

I have been using the Polaris black 
coil switch machines from my old 
layout in Scarsdale; but only had 75 
to start with and they’re now all used 
up. I’d like to have fifty more and 
hope you, dear reader, have a few 
in your scrap box you’re not using, 
even if they have a burned out coil 
or so. 

Failing the above, I’ve about de- 
cided to use the Tenshodo machines. 
In using them experimentally in the 
upside down position I’ve found it 
advisable to rework them slightly. 
As designed, the swivel screw is 
purposely made short to prevent its 
extending beyond the bottom of the 
base plate thus rubbing against the 
mounting surface. In upside down 
operation, necessary for hidden use 
under the table, the swivel screw 
tends to loosen and fall out. So I 
replaced the metric threaded screw 
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with a longer 2-56 screw after re- 
tapping the hole. The screw end is 
then peaned, and I make an addi- 
tional phenol base plate for the 
switch machine with a hole in it to 
accommodate the peaned screw end. 
This added base plate is then glued 
to the present base plate before 
screwing the machine to the bench 
work. Perhaps some time Bill Ryan 
Jr. and the Tenshodo people can 
remedy this problem which pops up 
when people go using their products 
upside down! 

Automatic Train Control and 

Signal System 

The one thing that intrigues every- 
one is the rather unique ATC and 
signal system designed by the elec- 
trical genius, Ear] Hallman. 

The main line (double track) is 
divided into ten blocks, each about 
20’ long. Three-color signals protect 
each block in both directions and the 
trains (no more than one per block, 
but as many as eight at a time on 
the whole main line) are actually 
controlled by the signals. When a 
train enters a block the board at 
that point turns red and stops a fol-

lowing train at that point. At the 
same time, the board for the pre- 
ceding block turns yellow and cuts 
any train in that block to half-speed. 
There’s only one minor problem. 
Three super-duper relays, plus three 
rectifiers, plus several other unmen- 
tionables are required for each 
block. Aside from the expense (which 
ain’t hay), it takes at least a com- 
puter programmer to read the circuit 
diagram. Fortunately, however, in 
two years of constant operation, not 
a single thing has ever gone wrong 
except that a couple of signal lights 
burned out. If you’ve got the pa- 
tience, know-how, and some spare 
cash, I’ll be glad to send you the cir- 
cuit diagram but... only Earl can 
explain it to you. 

Well, that’s about where the PMRR 
stands at the moment. The main level 
of the railroad is now complete and 
about 700 feet of track and 75 turn- 
outs are operating. Plans call for 
spending the coming year on scenery 
before I start on the upper level of 
trackwork. I’ll try to keep you posted 
from time to time but better still 
why not pay us a visit? ae

the capability of being turned off. 

4) The system was to be designed so 
that the majority of power con- 
trol switches could be simple 
single-pole switches thus saving 
both the cost and complicated wir- 
ing of multi-pole switches. 

5) One power supply was to be used 
for all train power. 

These conditions were all satisfied 
by a fairly simple system which has 
since quite easily adapted itself to 
automatic control.

seve 
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problems faced by model railroaders 
is that of reversing track polarity to 
reverse the direction of travel. The 
standard circuit (figure 1) uses a 
double throw switch to accomplish 
this. The use of such a circuit would 
not satisfy the features desired in the 
BD&P. To use it either the common 
ground rail or the single power sup- 
ply would have to go! So instead, a 
duo-power supply was designed 
which would supply both positive and 
negative 12 volts DC. To reverse di- 
rection, the power lead to the track 
is switched from one source to the

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other. The common rail is ground. 
The wiring of the reversal control is 
then simplified to that of figure 2. 
This circuit particularly lends itself 
to a common rail system and to com- 
pletely automatic control. 

Another variation from standard 
usage was the application of a full 
wave rectifier circuit instead of a 
full wave bridge rectifier. This sys- 
tem requires a transformer of twice 
the voltage of that required by a 
bridge circuit but it requires fewer 
diodes (rectifiers). The basic circuit 
is shown .in figure 3. The transform- 
er used in this circuit would be des- 
ignated as a 24 volt center tap trans- 
former. 

In building the power supply for 
the BD&P, four 6 volt filament trans- 
formers connected in series were 
used. These are surplus items and 
can be obtained inexpensively at 
most mail order electronics supply 
houses. (Three such places that I use 
for surplus parts are: Burstein- 
Applebee Co., 1012-14 McGee Street, 
Kansas City, Missouri; Allied Radio, 
100 N. Western Ave., Chicago, Illi- 
nois; and Olson Radio, 260 S. Forge 
Street, Akron, Ohio.) 

In connecting the transformers in 
series, it is important to see that the 
phasing of the low voltage windings 
is correct; this is much like matching 
the polarities in DC circuits. The 
proper phasing of the transformers 
can be done with an AC voltmeter. 
The primaries are wired in parallel, 
then the secondaries (the low voltage 
wires) are connected in series one at 
a time, checking with the voltmeter 
to see that the addition of each wind- 
ing increases the over-all voltage of 
the string. The voltage across one 
secondary is 6-7 volts; two in series, 
12-14 volts; three, 18-20 volts; and 
four, 24-28 volts. If the voltage across 
the string decreases with the addi- 
tion of another secondary, then the 
winding is out of phase and the leads 
should be reversed. Without a volt- 
meter, a light bulb could be used, 
checking for increased brightness 
with the addition of each winding. 
Once the transformers are wired with 
the secondaries phased properly, the 
12 volt or center tap is tied to 
ground. The diodes are added as 
shown in figure 4 and this is then a 
positive 12 volt DC supply. This is 
the multi-transformer version of 
figure 3. 

To complete the duo-power supply, 
a negative 12 source is needed. The 
transformers are already in the cir- 
cuit for this, so all that is required 
are two more diodes. Figure 5 then 
is a single power source producing 
both positive and negative voltage 
for operation of the locomotives. This 
contains only two diodes more than 
the circuit of figure 3. 

A little care should be exercised in 
the selection of the diodes in this 
circuit. Since the voltage from the 
filament transformer is only a little 
over 12 volts, a diode with low in- 
ternal resistance must be used so as 
to have a full 12 volts available to 
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the trains. This low internal resist- 
ance is also necessary when operat- 
ing several trains from one supply; 
if not, the voltage drop caused by 
the current drain from a second loco- 
motive will slow the first one down. 
After wading through the manufac- 
turers’ literature, it seems that a 
1nl1199A is the best diode for this

application. With 6 amps passing 
through it, the internal voltage drop 
is only one half a volt. To keep the 
diodes from overheating, they should 
be attached to a heat sink. Three 
quarter by four inch pieces of 1/16 
brass serve this purpose on the 
BD&P. One such piece for each diode 
also serves as mounting brackets.

These must be insulated from each 
other as the mounting screw is one 
part of the diode connection. 

Budget is always a question. The 
system just described could be built 
for about twelve dollars using three 
amp transformers (72 watt output) 
and about sixteen dollars if 5 amp 
transformers are used (120 watt out- 
put). The RCA 1n1199A diodes are 
$1.23 each. The system on the BD&P 
was built using 6 amp transformers 
as I had these in my parts box. I 
have run as many as five locomotives 
at one time without overloading the 
system or without the current drain 
of one loco noticably slowing the 
others. 

The BD&P is composed basically 
of two loops for continuous operation. 
One is normally operated in each di- 
rection, so under normal conditions, 
one train is running on the positive 
supply and one is operating on the 
negative supply. 

Controlling the Power 

The Big Dipper and Pacific Rail- 

road uses two main cab units, each

identical to figure 6. The controls of 
each unit consist of three switches, 
four lights and a power control rheo- 
stat. The first switch controls the 
direction of travel. It switches the 
cab unit to either the positive or 
negative 12 volt supply described 
earlier. A second set of contacts on 
this switch operate an indicator light 
which tells at a glance the direction 
the train will travel as the throttle 
is opened. Since the BD&P is a two 
loop track, this light is labeled ‘“‘coun- 
terclockwise.” When it is lit the 
train will travel in a counter-clock- 
wise direction around the loop. 

The second switch is a stop switch. 
It removes all power from the track 
and is used as an emergency off and 
is something needed to keep loco- 
motives from creeping. The “power” 
light by its brightness gives an indi- 
cation of the voltage across the rails. 

The third light is the overload indi- 
cator. It is wired across the circuit 
breaker and lights only when a short 
causes the breaker to open. It auto- 
matically goes out when the short is 
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World's Simplest Train Control 


corrected. The circuit breaker is a 
Sylvania “Mite-t-breaker” which is 
a hermetically sealed, self-resetting 
unit. Experience seems to indicate it 
works better than other units sold for 
model train use. The Mite-t-breaker 
is available in values of 1, 2, 3, and 4 
amps and sells for only a quarter. 
Two amp units seem to be the right 
value for most HO locos. With this 
circuit breaker, the overload light 
and the power light flash alternately 
when a short occurs. 

The third switch in the cab is a 
compensation control which switches 
a shunt resistance across the power 
control rheostat. This is used to ad- 
just the throttle multiple units or 
double-headers are run. A second set 
of contacts on this switch operate a 
light to indicate that the compensa- 
tion is being used. 

The throttle is a 50 ohm rheostat 
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Closeup of the control panel and what its all about. Switches at 
left control accessories and lights. Turnout controls are at the 
top to the right of he cabs. Block control switches are just be- 
low the turnout controls. Selector switch to the right of the turn- 
out control operates the Kadee electromagnetic uncouplers. Below 
that are the controls to the mine run. To lower right are the com- 
trols for the automatic main line, to be described in the future. 
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(for HO). The BD&P has both a 
Marn-o-stat and a rotary rheostat in 
use. I think the Marn-o-stat seems to 
handle better. 

A much simpler cab, with no 
switches or lights is used in the ser- 
vicing yard. Using the duo-power 
supply, the worlds simplest control 
can be built. It is shown schematic- 
ally in figure 7. Turn the knob to 
the right and the train will run one 
direction, turn the knob to the left 
and the train will run the opposite 
direction. Position the knobs in the 
center and the train will stop. This 
is hardly a prototypical cab arrange- 
ment but it is handy in positioning 
a loco on a turntable. 

This control is made by cutting the 
winding in two places in the center 
of a 100 ohm rheostat so as to form 
a dead zone a little wider than the 
wiper. Then attach the ends of the 
rheostat winding to the positive and 
negative supply outputs. 

Each block of the track (the BD&P 
has eighteen blocks) has a single pole 
double throw, center off switch to 
control the power. Switch the toggle 
up and cab A will control the block; 
switch down, and cab B will control 
it. Switched to the center the block 
is off and can be used to store a 
train. Stub sidings are controlled by 
the position of the turnout. Extra 
contacts on the switch machine turn 
the power off when the turnout is 
set for main line use. 

In this manner, any part or the 
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entire layout can be controlled by 
either cab. The common ground sys- 
tem requires only one wire from the 
block control switch to each track 
block. 

Any accessories, such as an Atlas 
turntable, can be run directly from 
the duo-power supply with a single 
spst switch such as used to control 
the blocks. The complete BD&P 
power supply and control system is 
shown in figure 8. This has all the 
features described in the beginning 
of the article. 

An Automatic Ore Train 

Since the Big Dipper and Pacific 
is a private pike, it is built for one 
man operation. It has so filled the 
room that any more could hardly get 
to the controls. To include extra ac- 
tion in the layout, part of the opera- 
tion has been automated. To show 
off a PFM Shay, an ore train which 
shuttles ore cars between the mine 
in the Ursa mountains and the ore 
processing plant on the edge of Big 
Dipper, runs itself. It will start at 
the processing plant, slowly climb to 
the mine, hesitate there for from 1% 
to 2 minutes then descend to the pro- 
cessing plant, hesitate there and then 
repeat the run. 

The electrical circuit for this is 
shown in figure 9. The relative sim- 
plicity of this circuit comes again 
from the duo-power supply described 
earlier. 

The on switch shown on the left 
of the schematic transfers the track 
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power from the cab unit to automatic 
control. It also turns on the 25v DC 
power which operates the relays. 
Since 25v DC relays are available on 
the surplus market, a separate power

supply was built on the BD&P to 
accommodate their use. A circuit for 
this is shown in figure 10. To explain 
the operation of this circuit, the ele- 
ments will be described first the

operation of the complete circuit. 

The relays used were some surplus 
Potter and Bromfield SL1124L mag- 
netic latching relays. These are dou- 
ble pole double throw unit with 700 
ohm coils. If a power supply other 
than the duo-power supply is used, 
three pole, double throw, latching re- 
lays would have to be substituted. 

The 100 microfarad capacitors with 
a 100 thousand ohm resistor in paral- 
lel serves as a pulsing circuit for the 
relays. When DC voltage is switched 
to this circuit, the capacitor passes 
current until it is fully charged. The 
duration of the current flow is de- 
termined by the size of the capacitor 
and the impedance of the relay coil. 
For relays with lower resistance coils 
a larger capacitor must be used. The 
resistor in parallel discharges the 
capacitor when the power is removed 
so it will charge again when the 
power is applied to it again. 

The other main element of the cir- 
cuit is the thermal delay relay. This 
unit looks like a small radio tube. 
The glass envelope contains a heater 
and a set of contacts. The heater 
warms a bimetal strip which in turn 
closes a set of contacts after a given 
delay. The most common thermal de- 
lay relays are made by Amperite. 
They come in a wide range of delays 
and heater voltages. The part num- 
ber indicates the characteristics of 
the unit. The one used in this circuit 
is a 25NO120. This is a 25 volt heater 
with Normally Open contacts that 
close after 120 seconds. The top and 
bottom track trips are Omega prox-1 
switches. They are operated by a 
magnet glued to the bottom of the 
last car of the train. The circuit then 
operates as follows: The pulse of DC 
generated from turning the circuit 
on will pass through either of the 
capacitors on relay 2 (R2) and will 
flow through the lower coil of relay 
(R1) latching contacts 1 and 4 down. 
This removes power from the tracks 
and will start the thermal relay de- 
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lay. After approximately two min- 


utes, the contacts of this relay will 
close which in turn will latch R1 in 
the up position and the train will 
start its run The direction of travel 
is determined by the position of the 
contacts in R2. The top trip sets this 
so the train will descend from the 
mine while the bottom trip sets this 
relay so the train will reverse direc- 
tion and climb to the mine. The speed 
of the train is set by the appropriate 
rheostat. Two are required as the 
train takes more power to climb the 
7% grade than it does to descend. 
Were only one speed control used the 
train would speed down the grade. 
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Assuming the train started from 
the processing plant, it would climb 
to the mine. When the ore cars are 
under the loading chute, the top trip 
would latch R2 up. This will then 
put a pulse through the capicator at- 
tached to pin 5 which in turn will 
latch Rl down which stops the train 
and starts the delay. This time when 
the thermal relay latches Rl up, R2 
will be in the other position and the 
train will run in the opposite direc- 
tion. It will descend from the mine 
until it trips the bottom sensor un- 
der the processing plant. Then the 
train will hesitate and repeat this 
cycle. a

he Hawk Mountain Line is one of 

several steam operated museum 
railroads located in Pennsylvania. Of- 
ficially the Wanamaker, Kempton & 
Southern, Inc., the Hawk Mountain 
Line operates over a three mile seg- 
ment of abandoned Reading trackage 
between Wanamaker and Kempton 
on the route that once ran 42 miles 
between Reading and Slatington. 
Travelers reach the WK&S easily by 
driving Route 22 (Interstate 78), exit- 
ing at either Lenhartsville or Krums- 
ville. The route to the museum is well 
marked with signs. 

The WK&S took over the trackage 
when it was abandoned by the Read- 
ing in 1962. The first engine to oper- 
ate was a Porter-built 0-4-0 saddle 
tanker, No. 2. No. 2 is now the stand- 
by engine, with a beautiful 1926 vint- 
age Baldwin Prairie type from the 
Bonhomie & Hattiesburg Southern 
Railroad generally assigned to the 
scheduled runs. A third 0-4-0 saddle 
tank is also on display, along with 
two 4-wheeled industrial diesel 
switchers. 

Rolling stock consists of several ex- 
Reading turtleback coaches, an open 
platform Lackawanna coach, a Read- 
ing caboose, and a number of com- 
posite gondolas fitted out with bench 
seats. 

Structures include a depot, freight 
station in which is located the gift 
shop, and a snack bar. The WK&S 
museum is housed in a lovingly re- 
stored 1889 open end coach body, 
which the museum operators hope 
eventually to mount on period trucks. 
Plans call for a museum train of sonra 
three or four cars eventually housing The freight station houses the line's Gift Shop, an additional source

Model Railroad Club. It was during 
one of the coffee breaks which are 
occasionally interrupted by _ short 
work sessions. 

Since the club happened to have a 
couple of the kits on hand, President 
George Elmore allowed as how we 
might just as well settle the thing 
with a laboratory experiment under 
controlled conditions. (Note: That’s 
industrial engineer’s talk for “lets try 
it and see what happens.”) 

George appointed the club’s quick- 
fix artist, Rex Kelly, and visiting fire- 
man Otto Stamm to do the assem- 
bling. He gave each of them a screw- 
driver and instructions to use only 
such additional tools as were abso- 
lutely necessary. I just happened to 
have my Zeiss, floodlights, and gadg- 
et bag full of paraphernalia with me, 
so I was selected to document the 
event. 

First, all the parts were laid out on 
a table and checked for missing items 
—of which there didn’t seem to be 
any—and the complete kit duly re- 
corded on film. This brought up an- 
cther controversy: how do you look 
for a missing item? If you find a 
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Sleek and trim and ready to roll. Tools shown were all used in assem- 
bly, to fap in stanchions, file away flash, solder wire leads, 
and similar steps. Now, how about a headlight up atop the boiler? 


missing item, it isn’t missing, is it? 
Or is it? 

The two master mechanics were set 
to work. Then the laboring and epi- 
thet-hurling commenced. All requests 
for additional tools were severely 
questioned. Couldn’t the end of the 
screwdriver be heated over the gas 
burner to do an adequate job of sol- 
dering? How about magnetizing the 
end of the screwdriver to pick up that 
little spring that fell into the inner 
workings Can’t you spread that rivet 
by banging it with the handle of the 
handle of the screwdriver? Why file 
that flash when you can scrape it off 
in an hour with the end of the screw- 
driver? 

Otto’s requisition of a two-pound 
maul and Rex’s insistence on the need 
for a crowbar did seem just a little 
overdrawn! 

After a couple of hours of talk, 
kibitzing, name-calling — and some 
work — the kits were assembled and 
operated to the satisfaction of the 
panel of expert observers. In addition 
to the screwdriver, the only tools that 
appeared to be essential were: a sol- 
dering gun, long-nose pliers, wire 
cutters, two files, hammer, hex nut 
wrench and a pair of tweezers. 

The last I knew, the AL&S club 
had a brace of “screwdriver” assem- 
bled locomotives for which they were 
quite willing to entertain offers. But 
the offering was limited to the com- 
pleted locomotives only, not including 
the tools which were necessary for 
their assembly. s& 
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NOTE: Because so many of the newer mod- 
elers have sneaked into model railroading via 
the ready-to-run route, we felt John Law- 
rence’s opus on assembling timely and infor- 
mative. The kit they built was the Varney 
4-6-0 “Casey Jones,’”’ a good kit for any be- 
ginner, and a sweet-running loco with nice 
lines when properly assembled. And to end up 
with a loco that looks nice and runs as good 
as one made by any veteran, we heartily do 
recommend soldering those wire leads, filing 
away all flash or cutting it away when plastic 
is involved, and generally using the right tool 
for the right job, Modeling is more fun that 
way. Even so, the Casey Jones and many other

scale is the tank itself. It cannot be 
fashioned of Suydam sheating since 
the radius is too tight for an even 
periphery. The sheeting will buckle 
and curve unevenly. We can circum- 
vent this problem by using a 1%” 
length of 2” diameter cardboard mail- 
ing tube. This is wrapped evenly 
with No. 22 soft wire much in the 
fashion of a transmitting coil except 
that the wire is held in place by 
constant application of Ambroid ce- 
ment from underneath. When thor- 
oughly set, give it an extra heavy 
coat of Tuscan paint or several if 
necessary until the obvious spacing 
of wire is camouflaged. The idea is 
to get so much paint on there that

the “valleys” become filled and con- 
toured to resemble corrugation. Do 
this and put aside to dry. 

Construct the foundation for the 
tank as depicted in figure 9 out of 
ecard stock and wood strip. Check 
the other drawings for the detail 
that goes under (bracing supports) 
the octagonal card stock that is the 
“steel” bottom for the tank. 

Cut eight pieces of 1/16”x1/32” 
with ends beveled so as to form the 
octagonal fascia (lower) about the 
tanks’ upper end. Form another of 
lz” square stock and cement each 
piece atop the previous group. Atop 
this cement the card stock “reef” 
which is also octagonal in shape. 
Equidistance should be observed in 
every aspect of this bit of assembly. 
This “lid” can now be cemented atop 
the “tank”. Add the card stock 
“hatch.” 

The vertical braces are next. Cut 
1/16” sq. wood stock to length (8

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pieces) and cement them in place. 
The diagonal bracing is added and 
here again 1/16” sq. stripwood is em- 
ployed. Note that four of the diagon- 
als (in alternating sequence) are 
simple butts, but the remaining four 
are compound angle joints and will 
require more care for individual fit- 
ting. Cement them in place. 

Construct the ladder of 1/32” sq. 
stripwood and make it. 2” long and 
3/16” wide. In final installation, 
simply lean it against the tank. It 
should be stained wood brown. 

A 1/32” hole should be drilled in 
the top of the tank roof to accom- 
modate the fuel line support. See 
figure 8 for location. The line and 
its support will be added later after 
the unit is installed. 

A 2 1/4’x1 1/16” rectangle of Suy- 
dam corrugated sheet is now cut for 
the roof (attached to the tank). Build 
up the bracing underneath with 1/16” 
sq. stripwood and attach the metal 
sheet to it with epoxy. 

If you will refer back to figure 9, 
you will note that the unit depicted 
is in two general areas, cardboard 
and stripwood. The stripwood area 
gets painted light gray and when dry 
should have white lines (use Higgins 
white ink) added with a ruling pen 
to simulate mortar between the “cin- 
der blocks.” See figure 12. 

Paint the exposed areas of the 
octagonal plate in the same drawing 
Tuscan as well as all of the wood 
parts (unpainted) that are above it 
including the “hatch” sides. Paint 
the main cardboard roof as well as 
the hatch roof flat black. 

All detail under the octagonal 
plate (bracing and supports) gets 
painted flat wood brown. The cor- 
rugated roof supports are painted the 
same color. The corrugated roof itself 
should be painted with a half and half 
mixture of flat aluminum and flat 
black. 

Install the unit on your layout. It 
should stand, if one wants to be 
prototypical about it, approximately 
20 feet forward of the south wall of 
the engine shed and directly in line 
with the overhead door of the stor- 
age shed. Add the fuel line support 
and attach the “fuel line” itself with 
bits of fine florists’ wire to simulate 
hangers. The assembly should extend 
over both tracks leading into the 
engine shed and any adjacent tracks 
beyond. The unit is supported at the 
other end with a 21%4”x1/32” sq. strip 
and a similar piece is used for ad- 
ditional support between tracks. 
Paint the entire assembly flat black. 

This concludes our little project 
although certain other niceties may 
be included such as a “pit” within 
the engine shed and possibly a hoist 
such as you see in the photo of it. If 
you decide to add the hoist (there are 
some nice ready-built items available 
from Selley or perhaps a simple 
scratchbuilt job) locate it directly be- 
tween the tracks leading into the 
south wall of the shed and at a dis- 
tance of 6-9’ in front of it. s

HE number of “levels” a model 
railroad layout has is really a 
hangover from the tinplate begin- 
nings of many of us. In those days we 
would have an oval on the level, an 
oval on a higher level, and one (hope- 
fully) on a still higher level. There 
would be interconnecting tracks be- 
tween the ovals so we could switch a 
train from one oval (or level) to an- 
other and back again. But “levels” as 
applied to scale model railroad lay- 
outs are the numbers of layers of 
track—not necessarily level— which 
can be found on a layout WITH RE- 
QUISITE VERTICAL CLEARANCE 
BETWEEN. By the latter is meant, in 
HO, the 3 to 4 inches vertical clear- 
ance between tracks which cross—or 
could cross—each other. In N or OOO 
this distance would be about 1 to

But, to revert to HO thinking, this 
does not mean (as we used to think 
in tinplate) that you have a lot of 
trackage at O” or table level, more at 
3” level, more at 6” level, more at 9” 
level, to make up four levels. No, the 
tracks are NOT all level, but con- 
stantly slope up and down, being 
really “level” only where it is con- 
venient for us to have them so. 

The Divide & Concord Railroad is 
an example of a pike with four levels. 
We have, first of all, a figure-8 
shaped main line, connecting the two 
name cities. The left lobe of the “8” 
is double tracked, the right lobe single 
tracked. This 8 does not cross itself at 
grade as does the old tinplate layout 
design, but rises to cross itself on a 
bridge in the center background of 
the layout. Its lowest part is 3” above 
“see”-level, running diagonally SE to 
NW, while its highest part is 6” above 
base level, running SW to NE. 

The main line has no terminal area 
close to it, but has access to the 
Terminal by means of a branch line 
which swings off the end of the 
double track below Divide, swings 
around front right, past Villa, and 
then diagonally NE to SW to the yard 
at Terminal. The approach to this 
yard is single track, so that it must 
serve as a switching lead too. There 
are no escape crossovers in the yard 
but engines of arriving trains (if the 
trains are short enough) drop them in 
front of the station, back to the turn- 
table, swing around, and then run out 












to the outer end of the train. Alter- 
nately a switcher could come from 
Villa to pull the entire train out and 
shove it into one of the yard body 
tracks. If no yard engines were avail- 
able, the train could stop at Villa and 
run around itself on the run-around 
or passing track there, and shove its 
train then downhill and into yard 


ALL SCALE PLANS: Although the layout as 
designed makes reference to certain specific 
HO situations, this and almost all other layout 
diagrams appearing in this publication are 
readily adaptable to any of the popular 
scales and gauges. The conversion table gives 
the approximate sizes for most uses:

Track radii can also be increased by enlarging 
the overall size of the layout. 24-inch curves 
become 36-inch curves when increasing the 
HO layout to the S gauge dimensions. Be sure 
to stick with NMRA standard track widths 
when enlarging the layout, Layout reduction 
to fit a smaller space is not recommended. 


The use of elevated trackage on a model rail- 
road can greatly extend the trackage while 
still retaining a relatively uncluttered appear- 
ance on the model pike. Key point to remem- 
ber is that grades over 2% drastically cut 
down pulling power of locomotives. Never go 
over 4% on grades. 
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tracks as needed. 

If a train pulls out of the yard, 
climbs past Villa, and joins the main 
line at Divide, it then must continue 
to circle the figure-8 in the same di- 
rection. It could of course back to the 
terminal, a method of operation quite 
correct in real railroad circles. It 
could also stop on the long double 
track, uncouple the engine and run 
around itself, so that it could pull 
down the grade to the terminal. 

However, I have provided another 
branch, known as the Loop Branch, 
swinging off the main line at Con- 
cord, to climb up at right, circle 
around to a big reverse loop at left, 
dividing at Loop Jct. So a train can 
start from Terminal, circle the main 
line as often as desired, run up the 
Loop Branch and turn itself, come 
down, circle the main line the other 
direction, and then run on down to 
Terminal. Actually the reverse loop 
at 11” elevation can be used as a 
terminal also, but in not too railroad- 
like fashion. A train can enter the 
loop and round it in either direction, 
stopping in front of the station. The 
engine would then uncouple, pull up, 
and back around the loop. It would 
couple to the rear of its train, and 
head back around the loop and so 
down the hill, after stopping at the 
station. So the engine would be 


turned but the cars would not be. If 
it were a freight train, the engine 
could shove the caboose into the other 
side at the loop dividing switch, pull 
the train up past it, then back in and 
get the caboose. Notice that the loop 
dividing switch has been placed in 
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such a location that it is reachable 
from the control alley in the center 
of the layout. There might be a 
temptation to put a lot of sidings 
around Loop Jct. but the thing to 
consider is how the switches can be 
reached easily for installation and 
maintenance. 

Let’s see the four levels. Stand in 
the center front control alley. There’s 
the terminal area at O”, starting to 
climb the 1” in 48” (2%) grade out to 
the right. There’s the main line pass- 
ing Concord station as double track 
at 3” level, then single tracking as 
the main starts to climb to the right, 
and the terminal branch starts drop- 
ping. There’s the other portion of the 
main line, now single track at 6” ele-* 
vation, crossing its lower portion 
after having passed Concord station. 
The Loop Branch climbs slightly to 
the right and as it emerges again to 
pass Loop Jct. it is at the fourth or 
11” level. 

At the Terminal I have indicated 
by dashed lines a few possible varia- 
tions. One would be to have, for a 
while, a wye instead of a turntable. 
The other would be to continue one 
of the yard tracks on down the wall 
to a new area or even on around the 
room. At right I show one possibility 
of diverting an industrial siding down 
along that wall. It is assumed that 
cnly the front of the layout is open. 

One type of operation has already 
been elucidated—out from the term- 
inal ‘round the main, up to the loop, 
and down, ’round the main the other 
way, and back to the terminal. The 
second possibility would be to run 


shuttle trains from the Terminal to 
Divide to pick up cars from the main 
line expresses, and to drop other cars 
for the expresses. A similar opera- 
tion, perhaps just physical transfer 
of passengers from RDC or gas-car 
could be run from Loop Jct. to Con- 
cord on the Loop Branch. A third 
possibility would be to get a train 
running smoothly either way on the 
main line on the track farthest from 
the station at Divide, nearest it at 
Concord. Then a local train could be 
run from Terminal, past Villa, to Di- 
vide where it would take the other 
track of the two around the left end, 
then up the Loop Branch from Con- 
cord to Loop Jct., around down again 
to Terminal the same way. It would 
be independent of the main line train 
unless you wanted to make connec- 
tions for exchange of freight and pas- 
sengers. The “big thrill” would be 
making up and breaking up the train 
at Terminal—or at least getting the 
engine to the other end for another 
run. 

Most main line trackage has radii 
of 22” or 24’, and where it is not so 
marked you can compare, via a com- 
pass, with curves that are marked, 
since all curve centers are indicated. 
I have some 34” and 36” curves on 
the main, but since they are in tun- 
nels you could replace them with 
some other convenient radii. There 
are some 18” radius curves on the 
mine and industrial sidings at lower 
right. Switches are all #6 except 
there are two #4s marked, and one 
wye (Y) which has same curvature 
asa #6.

HE LIONEL catalog of 1915 finds 

a fantastic display of O gauge 
trains, the first year in which Lionel 
cataloged O gauge. Listed are six lo- 
comotives, six freight cars, and six 
passenger cars, plus track and switch- 
es. Even with many interchangeable 
parts, the student of the train collect- 
ing hobby quickly realizes that Lionel 
O gauge must date at least one or 
two years earlier, with designing and 
planning dating to perhaps 1912. 

Historically, the first Lionel freight 
cars were the tiny 800 series cars, 
three in number, although the orig- 
inal 820 series cars date to the same 
period. 

The No. 800 Box Car was mechan- 
ically similar to the larger Standard 
Gauge No. 14 and 114 cars, construct- 
ed of sheet steel and enameled by 
“the Lionel Process which imparts a 
handsome glossy appearance that lasts 
for the life of the cars.” The copy 
writer was telling the truth. Surviv- 
ing cars even in 1965, half a century 
later, are often in the same fine con- 
dition except where one-time youth- 
ful owners might have caused some 
chipping. 

Caboose No. 801, Cattle Car No. 802, 
and the slightly later No. 901 Gondola 
completed the original series. All cars 
were single truckers equipped with 
hook couplers and lacking journal 
boxes. 

The Cattle Car was identical to the 
boxcar except for the slatted sides 
and had the same style of inside hung 
sliding doors. The Gondola was of 
simple construction. Indeed, all of the 
cars were mounted with tabs through 
the two steps at each end. No flatcar 
is known to have been made in this 
series and the occasional flatcars 
which do show up have invariably 
had their bodies pried loose. 

The 801 Caboose is a little gem, and 
most collectors agree that no later 
models exceed it for charm or fidelity 
to the prototype until the advent of 
the scale era many years later. The 
801 had two punched windows per 
side and simulated scribed wood sides 
stamped into the metal. The cupola 
had one long clere-story window on 
each side but as per Lionel practice, 
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none on the ends. End railings were 
of heavy formed wire soldered in 
place, a decided contrast to later cars 
with their gaudy stamped brass or 
nickel finish. The caboose is normally 
in maroon with a black roof and 
frame. The cattle car is known in 
a light green and the box car in 
orange or yellow-orange. Variations 
in shades are more than likely be- 
tween different batches of paint but 
do look for more prominent changes 
such as orange vs. yellow-orange, or 
tuscan as against brown or maroon. 
All cars measured 5%4 inches. 

Lettering on all the early 800 series 
cars was by rubber stamp, with some 
of the earliest cars especially delight- 
ful such as the giant diamond shaped 
heralds for Illinois Central on the box 
car. All of the cars in the author’s 
collection are also rubber stamped 
on the bottom “Made in U.S.A., The 
Lionel Corporation, New York.” Ear- 
lier cars would give the “Lionel Mfg. 
Co; 

The catalog number of the car is 
usually stamped on one end, about 
in the center. The caboose shown is 
stamped on each side, to the right of 
the window and again under the 
floor. 

The 800 series line was expanded 
about 1923 with the addition of the 
804 Oil Car and the 803 Coal Car. 
These were hook coupler equipped 
and lacked journal boxes. When the 
original 800 series was discontinued 
about 1926-1927, they were replaced 
with the 803 series cars 


820 SERIES 


The three cars making up the early 
820 series cars were the 820 Box Car, 
821 Cattle Car, and the 822 Caboose. 
These cars were over 7 inches in 
length and were mounted on two 
4-wheel trucks. From the standpoint 
of appearance, workmanship, and col- 
oring; they were virtually identical 
to the early 800 series but had some- 
what more prototypical appearance 
thanks to their longer length. 

The original 820 series was also 
first cataloged in 1915 and was last 
shown in 1926, opposite the page on 
which were listed the brand new 810 
series cars. Notice that the number 
820 originally assigned to the Box 
Car reassigned about 1931 to the 
Floodlight Car. 

For thecollector, the 4-wheel 800 
series cars are more likely to turn 
up than the 820 series cars. Both 
series might be considered as rela- 
tively scarce, showing up with far 
less frequency than the Standard 
Gauge cars of the same period. a&

No. 822 Caboose was remarkably scale proportioned and colored but 


was obsolete when shown in the 1926 catalog opposite the new 810 
series cars with their fancy trim, brass plates, and other detail. 


DESCRIPTION STANDARDS 


(COLLECTORS and railroad model- 
ers who sometimes find it neces- 
sary to buy used merchandise by mail 
from unknown persons sometimes 
find that the descriptions used to 
describe a model by one person do 
not correspond with descriptions 
which are used by others. Thus, many 
seemingly good deals go sour. 

The description standards given be- 
low are used by members of the Train 
Collectors Association, Inc., and were 
adopted as standard by that group’s 
Board of Directors in 1964. We recom- 
mend their use by all collectors and 
modelers when describing items by 
mail: 

MINT—Brand new, absolutely un- 


marred; all original and unmarred. 

LIKE NEW—Free of any blemishes, 
nicks or scratches. Original condition 
thruout; very little sign of use. 

EXCELLENT — Minor nicks or 
scratches; no dents or rust; no parts 
missing. 

GOOD — Scratches, small dents, 
light rust, minor parts missing (such 
as handrails, couplers, whistle, bell, 
etc.) 

FAIR —Well scratched, chipped, 
dented, rusted, or warped condition. 
Describe all missing or broken parts. 

POOR — Beat-up, junk condition, 
some usable parts. All replacement 
parts to be listed; all restored or re- 
finished items to be listed as such. 
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customizing a GREAT NORTHERN BOXCAR 


by Edward E. Simmons, Jr. 
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This colorful glacier green car 
was customized from MDC's 50- 
ft. plugdoor boxcar, using sty- 
rene sheet and lots of ingenuity. 


NE DAY I noticed a rather off- 

beat car at our local lumber yard. 
This 50-ft. Great Northern boxcar, 
barely a year old and loaded with 
plywood from Oregon, was beautiful 
with the morning sun striking its 
Glacier Green paint. I was especially 
intrigued by the unusual door ar- 
rangement and ribbed sides of this 
car. 

I decided then and there to model 
it and stopped for measurements and 
pictures. Then, I looked for a plastic 
boxcar kit that could easily be cus- 
tomized into this car. I selected a 
Roundhouse 50-ft. ‘“plug-door” box- 
car, which I bought RTR in the “Mil- 
ler High Life” color scheme. 

Now that the car is in our shops, 
we can begin work. First, disassemble 
the car by removing the trucks, cou- 
piers, floor, weight, and roofwalk, 
and set these aside. With a single- 
edge razor blade, remove the two 
grab irons on each end of the car. No- 
tice that the lower grab iron fills the 
entire area between the two mounting 
plates. Completely remove the grab 
iron casting between these plates, but 
be careful not to damage any of this 
rivet detail. 

Next, lay the car on one side, and 
remove the two grab irons on the left 
end. Then, turn the car over and re- 
peat this process. In all work on the 
sides, the rivet detail is not impor- 
tant; we will be removing it later. 
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We are now ready to begin major 
modifications. Be sure to make all 
saw and razor cuts slowly, carefully, 
and squarely. 

On Great Northern #37335 the 
latch mechanism, which serves as the 
door on our kit, is left of the door 
itself. The levers insert a bar in the 
door track to hold and lock the door; 
when the bar is removed, the door 
can be opened. And then, to provide 
a larger opening, the latch mecha- 
nism panel also slides aside. Thus, 
we have to cut out this latch and 
move it to the left. Notice that on ei- 
ther side of the door there is a hor- 
izontal double line of rivets with a 
scribed line between them. With a 
razor saw, cut slowly and carefully 
along this scribed line from the base 
of the side to just below the roof. Do 
this on both sides of the door. Saw 
slowly so that the heat generated is 
not enough to deform the plastic. 

Next, with your single-edge razor 
blade, make a series of vertical cuts 
at the top of the side between the two 
horizontal cuts. This cutting is tedi- 
ous since the plastic is thick, but be 
patient and soon the latch mechanism 
will be free. Set this latch mechanism 
aside and repeat this cutting process 
on the other side of the car. 

Now that these two latch mecha- 
nisms have been cut out, we can put 
them in their new position. With an 
HO-scale rule, measure 14’6” from 
the left end of the car; notice that this 
is along the fourth horizontal rivet 
line. With your razor saw, cut along 
the scribed line on the right side of 
these rivets from the base to the top 
of the side. Freeing this panel is 
easier than freeing the last two, since 
there is room to use the razor saw.

Cut along the top of the side from 
the gap to this third cut, thus freeing 
the second panel. Repeat this same 
cutting process on the other side of 
the car. 

Now that this car is fairly well torn 
apart, let’s start putting it back to- 
gether. Lay the car on one side, and 
take one of the latch panels that was 
originally cut out. This panel will be 
cemented into the place of the one 
we just removed. Actually, we are 
moving the latch mechanism 8’6” to 
the left of its original position. If your 
cuts are square this panel should fit 
right into position. First check the fit 
(I had to trim away some excess at 
the top), then apply to both pieces. 
Allow them to dry for a few seconds 
before pressing them together. After 
the joint has dried a bit, I hold them 
steady with rubber bands to strength- 
en the bond. Now set the body aside, 
and let this dry thoroughly. 

While this is drying, take the roof- 
walk that we removed earlier. First, 
clean any flash off its sides, then re- 
move the grab irons on either end of 
the walk. With a No. 78 drill, drill 
holes at the ends of the grab irons 
that were just removed. Take a com- 
mon staple, bend it to shape and size, 
and glue it in the holes on the roof- 
walk. When both these grabs are in 
place, set the roofwalk aside to dry. 

Now, cut a piece approximately 
14%4”x1%” from a sheet of .040 styrene 
plastic. Glue this piece of styrene be-

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hind the joint formed by glueing the 
latch mechanism back to the body, 
and give it plenty of time to dry. This 
piece will add strength and stability. 
While this joint is drying, paint the 
underside of the roofwalk with Flo- 
quil’s RR47 Jade Green and set it 
aside to dry. 

After the first latch mechanism is 
dry, repeat the same fitting, glueing, 
and strengthening process on the oth- 
er side of the car. When this process 
is complete, the car body is again one 
single unit. 

Next, with sandpaper and razor 
saw, remove most of the details on 
the car sides. But, be careful to leave 
the latch mechanism completely in- 
tact while removing the door tracks 
above and below it. Remove all other 
details on the side. When finished, 
the side and joints should be smooth 
(except the latch mechanism). Also, 
if there are any irregularities in the 
bottom of the side, be sure to even 
them out. 

Now, we are going to add the ribs 
that give this car its distinctive char- 
acter. Cut 30 pieces 5” wide and 10” 
long from a .040 piece of styrene. 
Don’t try to save time by using scis- 
sors as I did, they exert too much 
pressure and cause the styrene to 
curl badly out of shape. Instead, 
mark the pieces off in pencil, cut 
with a sharp razor, using a metal 
straight-edge as a guide. While you’re 
at it, cut two pieces 11’x10%’; four 
pieces 20’x5”; two pieces 5’x12”. 
Again, be sure not to curl the plastic 
of these thin strips. 

Notice that between the roof plates 
and the side there is a channel where 
they meet. Take one of the 20’x5” 
strips and, starting at one end, glue 
it to the top of the side below the 
ehannel. Be sure to glue this piece 
flush with the end of the side. After 
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this is dry, butt another 20’x5” piece 
end-to-end to the first piece. Then 
repeat the process with a piece 12’x5”, 
cutting it off flush with the car end. 
Be sure to notch the top of the ladder 
to clear this horizontal rib. Also, be 
sure to keep these strips straight and 
even with the top of the side. When 
this has dried, repeat the process on 
the other side. 

When the upper strips are com- 
plete, take one of the 11’x10%’ pieces 
of styrene and glue this piece 21%’ 
from either end in the center of the 
side; this will serve as a mounting 
area for the door. Repeat this process 
on the other side. 

To glue on the individual vertical 
ribs, start to the left of the door on 
the end where the latch mechanism 
was added. Start by butting a rib 
(5’x10’”) up against the upper strip 
even with the end of the side and 
glue it in place. Now glue six more 
ribs in the same manner along the 
side; the ribs should be 2’9” apart at 
their inner faces. The sixth and last 
rib should be 1’ from the left rod of 
the latch mechanism. Be sure to allow 
all these ribs to dry thoroughly. 

Now move to the other side of the 
door-mounting plate. Measure 2’9” 
from the right face of the door plate, 
and glue a rib. Glue on six more ribs, 
which are also 2’9” apart on their 
inner faces. Then glue one rib up 
against the right face of the ladder. 
When all of these have dried, repeat 
this rib-adding process on the other 
side. 

Next, cut six 10’x5” pieces and two 
6’x6%’ pieces from a piece of .010 
styrene. First, we will concentrate on 
the rib detail within the latch mech- 
anism. In adding these 10’x5’” ribs, 
they must be carefully cut and fitted 
around the arms and handle of the 
latch mechanism. I’ll leave this more 
or less to you. From left to right the 
left face of the first rib should be 9” 
from the left rod of the latch mech- 
anism. The center rib (No. 2) should 
run directly through the center of 
the latch handle. The right face of rib 
No. 3 should be 9” from the right rod 
of the latch mechanism. When you 
have cut, fitted, and glued in the up- 
per parts of these ribs, don’t forget 
to also add the lower portions. The 
bottoms of these lower halves should 
be even with the bottoms of the other 
ribs. When one side is finished, re- 
peat the process on the other side. 

Now, take one of the 6’’x612” pieces 
which was cut out earlier. This is the 
board on which the herald will be 
mounted. From the left end of the 
side, glue this board over the upper 
portions of the third, fourth, and fifth 
ribs with its upper edge even with 
the lower edge of the horizontal rib. 
Repeat this process on the other side. 

Now we will add the doors; I can- 
nibalized a pair from an AHM box- 
car, but any pair of wide doors will 
do. These doors have to be modified 
slightly before they are installed. 
First, remove the door guides and the 
braces that supported them. Second, 
remove the “lip” along the top of the 
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door (that had fit in a door track on 
the AHM boxcar). Now glue the door 
into position on the 11’x10%’ door- 
mounting plate that was previously 
installed. The door’s upper edge should 
be centered on the plate with a Il’ 
margin on either side. When the first 
door is dry, turn the car over and 
install the second one. 

After the doors have been added, 
begin work on the skirt along the 
bottom of the car. Cut two 37’x1’6” 
pieces from a piece of .0040 styrene. 
Now, with one of these pieces, mark 
off 2” on the same long edge from 
either edge. With a sharp pencil, draw 
a diagonal line from the upper corner 
of the piece to the lower mark. With 
a single-edge razor blade, cut off this 
small marked triangle on either end 
of the piece. Repeat this step with the 
other piece. 

Next cut two 37’x4’ pieces from a 
piece of .010 styrene. Mark off 2” on 
the same long edge from either end 
and 1’6” from each lower corner. 
Draw a line connecting these two 
marks and remove this triangle. Re- 
peat this process with the other piece. 

Take one of each of these pieces 
and cement them together so that the 
diagonal edges match. Now we have 
a sandwich of two pieces of styrene, 
one .010 thick and one .040 thick. 
Repeat this step with the remaining 
two pieces. When these constructions 
have dried, glue one to the bottom 
of the car side 8’3” from either end. 
The thinner piece fits up under the 
side and the .040 piece fits flush with 
the bottom. When one skirt has dried, 
glue the other one on. 

While the skirts are drying, cut out 
27°3”x6” pieces from a piece of .010 
styrene. These will be used to con- 
struct the door tracks. Glue one of 
these strips over the upper horizontal 
rib between the right end of the door- 
mounting plate and the left end of 
the herald board. Glue another strip 
beneath the door-mounting plate from 
the right end of the plate to the left 
end of the third vertical rib. This 
strip should butt up against the bot- 
toms of the vertical ribs. When these 
pieces are dry, glue one more strip 
on top of each. When these second 
strips are dry, turn the car over and 
repeat the process on the other side. 

Now we can install the grab irons. 
From the left end of the car, we will 
install grab irons in the end ribs and 
in the second rib directly above the 
step. Using a No. 76 drill, drill two 
holes in each rib. The first hole 
should be 1’ above the bottom of the 
rib; the second should be 2’6” above 
the first. Bend common staples to 
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size and insert them in the holes. On 
the ends, drill holes in the positions 
where the plastic grab irons were re- 
moved and insert Northeastern grab 
irons. 

After all of the above steps have 
been completed, paint the car with 
Floquil’s RR47 Jade Green. I gave it 
three thin coats so that the details 
would not be obscured but still get- 
ting plenty of coverage. 

The decal set for this particular car 
is Walther’s No. 52-12. This set pro- 
vides white lettering, although on 
some similar cars I have seen the 
“Great Northern” and data in red. I 
have a suggestion for the herald. 
With Pactra’s N2 “Gloss White” I 
painted a 3” circle directly in the 
center of the herald board. After this 
had dried, I painted a 1’2” band of 
Pactra’s N7 “Insignia Red” around 
the white circle. This is tedious but 
increases the appearance of the herald 
100%; it makes the white coat stand 
out and provides the red outer band. 
Although the above decal set comes 
close to what is needed, some of the 
data had to be pieced together from 
other sources. 

After all painting and decal work 
was completed, I gave the car a coat 
of Walther’s DDV. While this dried, 
I installed Kadee Magna-matic cou- 
plers and a pair of roller-bearing 
trucks. After joining the car with the 
underbody, your car will be right at 
home in your own local lumber yard.

If necessity is the mother of inven- 
tion, we’ll guess that the boys out at 
Kadee have been working hard and 
heavy on their model railroad.

Their new B-36 Speedy Power 
Restorer at 75c is an electrified wire 
brush mounted in a hard-to-lose red 
plastic holder. From the plastic hous- 
ing come three wire leads with clips. 
Leads A and B clip on to your power 
supply. Lead C clips to the locomotive 
tender or motor lead where required. 
The lead wires are color coded with 
A and C being wired in common. 

The wire bristles are divided into 
two sections electrically: negative 
and positive, and have a plastic di- 
vider separating the two sections. The 
bristles are pushed gently against the 
drivers but not so hard as to cause 
arcing due to touching uninsulated 
portion of the wheel. The wheels will

closer to U.S. size than have loco- 
motives in England, where space is 
such a critical factor. Some modelers 
undoubtedly will want to revamp this 
2-10-2T into something a bit more 
American. They won’t have too tough 
a time doing their work. 

The Rokal engineers and produc- 
tionmen have done an outstanding job 
of packing a ten-coupled steam loco 
into a 5-inch-long package. The su- 
perstructure is a one-piece Zamac- 
type casting held in place with one 
top mounted screw. Piping, handrails, 
and all other detail is neatly cast into 
the pressure die casting, except for 
the coal pile, which appears to be bits 
of real coal cemented in place. 

Screw base bulbs mounted fore and 
aft illuminate three lights at each 
end. The lights illuminate in the di- 
rection of travel. 

The loco is powered by a Rokal 
permag motor through a spur gear 
train to all ten drivers. Side rods and 
valve gear parts are nickel plated, 
with red trim. 

The loco snakes around standard 
Rokal section track with ease despite 
the presence of flanges on all ten 
drivers, and their rigid mount. This 
was done by making the flanges on 
the three center drivers smaller and 
narrower than on the two end wheels. 

Rokal auto-couplers are mounted 
on the pony and trailing trucks. The 
loco is finished with a black super- 
structure and red frame and drivers 
with silver trim and lettering. 

We were very impressed with the 
performance of this locomotive as she 
snaked in and out of curves and 
switches. Despite the extensive all- 
metal gear train, she runs remarkably 
smooth and quiet. This heavy freight 
tank loco is a must for all Rokal sys- 
tem operators at $21.95.

We only wish this new gadget from 
Kadee had come to our attention a 
few weeks earlier while we were 
busily engaged in a program which 
saw about 30 of our freight cars con- 
verted to RP-25 wheels and MKD 
couplers. Every time we glanced an 
eye at Dick Van Dyke or Napoleon 
Zero, a truck spring would go zoom- 
ing off into orbit. And while we were 
installing MKD’s on a few pieces of 
equipment which did not lend them- 
selves to installation of a universal 
coupler pocket, even the cat left the 
room while hair springs went joining 
the truck springs. Truth to tell, we 
think the springs are still zooming 
around in orbit. Its a cinch they never 
landed anywhere in that room. 

All of which has to do with Ka- 
dee’s new B-35 hobby helper which 
they call a “Spring Pic.” Spring Pic is 
a red plastic pencil shaped holder 
with cap. Remove the cap and you 
find imbedded into the end a steel 
needle having a crowned end. This 
crowned end slips into those elusive 
springs and permits easy insertion or 
removal. If a spring becomes loose 
while replacing wheel sets, the Spring 
Pic easily nudges the loose end back 
onto the side frame lug loading it in 
place. The Spring Pic also works well 
with the springs used in mounting 
Kadee or other brands of couplers. 

Even hair springs are somewhat 
more easily inserted with this gadget. 
Maybe someday all the manufacturers 
will use universal coupler pockets and 
the hair spring can be retired. Mean- 
while, Kadee’s Spring Pic will save 
time and help those frayed nerves. 
Maybe we should tell NASA about 
those orbiting springs!

Hertz’ thesis, developed 
throughout the volume, and particu- 
larly in a chapter on combining mod- 
el] automobiles and model railroads is 
that the slot car is riot a rival of the 
model train, but a long-sought and 
valuable adjunct that enables layout 
builders in every gauge to add a new 
dimension of action and realism to 
the scenery and operation. Further- 
more, there is an historical chapter on 
model automobiles and racing cars 
that every model collector will find is 
alone well worth the very reasonable 
price of this book. This chapter is up 
to the author’s usual best, and is 
packed with pictures and information 
on model autos and tracks made over 
the years by companies like Knapp, 
Lionel (full information on both se- 
ries of the electric racing cars, includ- 
ing how to tell the rare 1912-13 
models from the 1914-16 designs), 
Maerklin, Ives, etc.! There are over 
400 photographs in this volume. This 
book can be ordered from the Rail- 
road Model Craftsman book depart- 
ment.

Telling Positive Terminal 

N. Kincaid: How do you tell which 
terminal of your power pack is posi- 
tive, which negative? 

ANSWER: The polarity of a pair of 
live wires (D.C.) can be determined 
by inserting both, without their 
touching, into a glass of salt water. 
The wire which seems to draw bub- 
bles is negative. The other is the posi- 
tive lead. 


Pennsy Dome Cars 

W. Douglass: My model railroad uses 
the Pennsy as prototype with all pas- 
senger cars being lettered for that 
road. I have been told by several 
modelers that the Pennsy does not 
use dome cars? Why? 

ANSWER: The vista-dome cars sit 
higher than the average passenger 
car, creating a potential source of 


danger while the car is in a tunnel, 
or in low wire territory as at Wash- 
ington’s Union Station where B&O 
dome cars may not be occupied until 
the train leaves wired trackage. 

If your Pennsylvania- Model Rail- 
road wants dome cars, use them. Its 
your model railroad to do with as you 
like. But to be strictly correct, the 
real Pennsylvania Railroad never 
owned any dome cars. Nether did 
the New York Central or any other 
eastern railroad except for the Balti- 
more & Ohio. 

Dome cars did operate over various 
eastern roads, in shipment from car 
builders such as Budd in Philadel- 
phia, or in special trains such as the 
1948 General Motors Train of Tomor- 


row which managed to squeeze 
through the tunnels on the NYC 
West Shore line.

Passenger Car Couplers 

Many Readers: I don’t like the looks 
of cars having couplers mounted on 
bars extending from the trucks (as in 
Talgo trucks). What problems might 
I expect in converting passenger cars 
from this type coupler mount to cou- 
plers mounted on the car body, as on 
the prototype? 

ANSWER: You might have troubles! 
In the first place, the cars will look 
better with the couplers mounted on 
the car. The gain in appearance is off- 
set by a sharp reduction in the ability 
of the car to negotiate sharp curves, 
especially where 70- and 80-ft. cars 
are concerned. Truck-mounted cou- 
plers permit passenger cars to snake 
around 18-inch-radius HO sectional 
track. The same cars with couplers 
mounted on the car body might re- 
quire 28- or 30-inch-radius curves 
and 30- or even 36-inch curves before 
they will couple on a curve. 

The wider radius curves, in return, 
provide smoother operation and bet- 
ter appearance—if you have the room 
for them. They’re certainly recom- 
mended. 


OOO or N Gauge in 1965 
Several Readers: What is the state, of 
N gauge or Treble-O gauge today? 
ANSWER: 2mm. scale trains are now 
firmly established although the man- 
ufacturers should get busy and work 
out certain key standards. This seems 
unlikely as long as the bulk of the 
wares are sold in widely differing 
markets. The advent of Trix into OOO 
or N gauge plus the appearance of 
several 9mm. track width narrow 
gauge systems for HO use bodes well 
for the future. 

No domestic producers as yet make 
kits or other items for 2mm. scale. 


TT Gauge in 1965 

Several Readers: What is the state of 
TT gauge today? 

ANSWER: American scale TT has 
felt the production stoppage of HP 
Products, prime producer of TT loco- 
motives in the U.S. The untimely 


passing of Ed Fetyk also cut produc- 
tion of a prime source of kits. Still 
producing models are Kemtron, Chris- 
toph, and Craftsman, along with a few 
other suppliers who show promise. 

Not to be overlooked by American 
TTers is the German Rokal line of 
ready-to-run TT trains imported by 
Nathan Preston. We’d like to see 
truck and coupler conversion kits in 
both directions. Meanwhile, the U.S. 
brand of TT needs some good loco- 
motive kits to supplement the few 
that are available. 


Camelback Loco Kits and Models 
P. Kalissi: Why aren't there more 
camelback-type locomotive models or 
kits available? 

ANSWER: There have been some, no- 
tably the following and perhaps your 
dealer still has one or more on his 


shelf: 
HO Reading 0-4-0 Mantua* 
HO Reading 0-4-0 Intl.* 
HO Reading 2-8-0 15c Olympia/Gem

The reason there are more camel- 
back or Mother Hubbard types around 
is that they generally aren’t as pop- 
ular as standard-type locos, or so the 
manufacturers believe. And even 
though they were used on a few west- 
ern and southern railroads at one 
time or another, camelbacks generally 
were restricted to the northeastern 
United States, notably on the follow- 
ing roads: Erie, Long Island,, Staten 
Island, Lehigh & New England, Le- 
high & Hudson River, Reading, Le- 
high Valley, Jersey Central, Ontario 
& Western, Lackawanna, and Balti- 
more & Ohio. Most of these roads 
tapped into the anthracite or hard 
coal region which is the type of fuel 
camelbacks were designed to use. Be- 
cause of the required wide firebox, 
it was deemed necessary to shove the 
cab up front. The ICC later banned 
the camelback from further produc-

tion because of supposed dangers in- 
herent in separating the engineer 
from his fireman. Some roads con- 
verted their camelbacks to conven- 
tional-type locos, notably the Lack- 
awanna. Others operated them until 
the end of the steam era: Jersey Cen- 
tral, NYO&W. Only a few exist today. 
The Strasburg RR. operates an 0-4-0 
and another is found in the B&O col- 
lection. 


Buying a Hobby Shop 

Several Readers: How does one buy 
a hobby shop? How do you start one? 
How do you run one? 

ANSWER: Hobby shops are occasion- 
ally offered for sale in Railroad Mod- 
el Craftsman. Starting a hobby shop 
is little different than starting any 
retail business except for being highly 
specialized. Regretably, some model- 
ers oftentimes become so emotionally 
involved in starting a new store that 
they forget their good business sense. 
To succeed in business today requires 
plenty of experience and enough 
money to carry you over for a year 
or two or even longer. Experience can 
be had by working in hobby shops. 
College courses in retail store man- 
agement are helpful. So is literature 
published by the Hobby Industry As- 
sociation of America, 200 Fifth Ave., 
New York, N.Y. 10010. 

Among factors to consider in estab- 
lishing a new shop are the type of 
neighborhood (slum areas have cheap 
rent but few customers), the popula- 
tion of the area (will the area sup- 
port a hobby shop), proximity to es- 
tablished stores (is a new store really 
needed in your area and can you af- 
ford to take the gamble when existing 
stores are already doing a good job), 
and your own experience (have you 
retail store experience, can your wife 
help, and what will your own living 
expenses be?) Many businesses fail 
because the owners draw out too 
much money for their own needs. 

There is room in some areas for 
new hobby shops but be sure you 
know all the pitfalls before plung- 
ing in. 
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OO Gauge in 1965 
Several Readers: What is the state of 
OO gauge, 4mm. scale trains today. 
ANSWER: It would be grossly unfair 
to state that OO is extinct since there 
are several strong pockets of OO in- 
terest still active and there are still 
some dealers who service and sell OO 
equipment and kits. Used equipment 
is plentiful and most of the OOers 
still active have or know of sources 
of supply for newcomers to this, 
ahem, extinct gauge. 

Back around 1937, OO seriously 
threatened HO for popularity. 


Solid vs. Open Benchwork 

Many Readers: Do you recommend a 
solid tabletop on which to lay track 
or is open benchwork better? 
ANSWER: Layouts using sectional 
track (Atlas Snap Track, B&B Tru- 
Track, Fleischmann, etc., are perhaps 
best laid on a solid table. If you plan 
on laying your own and want multi- 
levels with valleys below track level, 
better use open benchwork. Most per- 
manent layouts with fancy scenery 
use the open benchwork. 


Scrapping the Standards 

Several Readers: I plan on using sub- 
standard HO rail on my track. Will 
there be any trouble with operation? 
ANSWER: Keep in mind that the 
standards generally used in our hob- 
by were created around code 100 rail. 
Track spikes, wheel flanges, wheel 
back-to-back distances, and even the 
space between rail heads when rails 
are laid side by side are all related 
one to the other, often to a critical 
degree. It is a credit to the manufac- 
turers and to the many unsung NMRA 
people who worked tirelessly devel- 
oping our standards that we have the 
fine operation that we do in HO and 
all the other gauges today. 

Recently there has been a trend by 
some modelers towards use of code 70 
and other sub-standard HO rail sizes 
in an effort to get more realism into 
their track. Unless you’re looking for 
trouble and consequent poor opera- 
tion, be ready to replace old wheels

Some locomotives may also require 
grinding down of driver flanges. Some 
of these problems can be eliminated 
by using white glue to fasten the rails 
to the ties rather than spikes. 

Use of sub-standard rail sizes can 
be very effective and can provide ex- 
cellent operation. But be ready to 
work hard for the extra realism. 


What Glue to Use 

Several Readers: What’s the best glue 
to use in model railroading? 
ANSWER: No one glue, cement, or 
adhesive will do all jobs equally well. 
The following is a good general guide 
to use for various jobs: 

ACETATE CEMENT  (Ambroid, 
etc.) For most model cars and struc- 
tures using wood and cardboard, plas- 
tic to wood, etc. Fast drying. Can be 
used to fasten flat parts and castings 
not subject to stress. Dries in minutes 
or less. 

STYRENE CEMENT  (Ambroid, 
410M, Testor, etc.) For all assembly 
work on plastic cars, locos, and struc- 
tures. Do not use styrene cement for 
wood or cardboards or metals. In a 
pinch, acetate cement can be used on 
plastic models but is not reeommend- 


-ed if the styrene cement is available. 


Drys in seconds. 

WHITE CEMENT (Ambroid, El- 
mers, etc.) Where extreme adhering 
qualities are needed, and where rapid 
drying time is not essential. Recom- 
mended for O gauge car bodies, large 
structures, fastening rails to ties, etc. 
Use on any material. 

CONTACT CEMENT (various 
brands). Permanent bonding on any 
material. For joining rails to ties. Can 
be used for fastening small metal 
parts to metal locomotives as a sub- 
stitute for soldering. Drying time, 30 
to 60 minutes. Dry mounting tech- 
nique recommended as per instruc- 
tions. 


GOO (Walthers trade name). Spe- 
cial adhesive ideal for fastening lich- 
en, metal cat sides to wood bodies, 
etc. Goo is especially recommended 
for application where an extremely 
flexible adhesive is required. As a re- 
sult, Goo is not recommended for use 
on all wood models where certain 
wood components may be subject to 
shrinkage, as in fastening scribed 
wood siding to a wood car body of 
any size, especially O gauge. The 
flexibility of the Goo will permit the 
scribed siding to shrink as much as 
¥%” between joints. 

MUCILAGE, PASTE, ETC. Not rec- 
ommended for model building pur- 
poses. 

Decal Sources 

Several Readers: Where can I get 
special decals for lettering my equip- 
ment for my own road name? 
ANSWER: Both Champion Decal 
Company, P.O. Box 1178, Minot, N.D., 
and William K. Walthers, Inc., 1245 
North Water Street, Milwaukee, Wis. 
offer the modeler the means to letter 
his equipment for his own special 
road. 

Champion offers a wide list of stock 
names which combine to make up al- 
most any desired combination. Wal- 
thers offers a special custom decal 
printing service. In addition, any 
available railroad decals can be mod- 
ified for special purposes. Southern 
Pacific easily converts to Pacific 
Southern. Indiana Harbor Belt makes 
up into a wide variety of names: Har- 
bor Belt, Indiana Harbor, Belt Har- 
bor, and Indian Belt, Indian Harbor, 
and many more. Most other road 
names adapt easily to a similar wide 
variety of possible model names. 

Best bet is to send for the two cat- 
alogs. Champ’s catalog No. 65 for HO 
and O lists at 50 cents. The Walthers 
catalog for HO and O is also 50 cents. 
Both should be in your reference li- 
brary.
